‘armed services. Over 300 Farm Duty 
Soldiers were detailed to the harvest 
fields about the middle of August 
and they remained until about the 
end of October.

Farm workers from Southern Al-

So 48% of thowe farmers who tried 
to grow malting barley, after putting 
in all the extra work and care need- 
eg in harvesting and threshing, fall- 
ed because they had not taken the 
one first simple precaution of seeing 
to it that the seed they sowed was 
true to one variety acceptable to the 
maltsters. This simply means that if 
a farmer wishes to secure the pre- 
mium for malting barley he must 
first use a variety that.is acceptable 
to ithe maltster; and next must see 
to it that the seed he sows is relativ- 
ely pure and does not consist of mix- 
tures of other varieties. There are 
several varieties that will produce 
good malt, but of them all perhaps 
O.A.C. 21 is most, acceptable; and 
registered seed is the best to buy.
